life and the conditions of life he will 
continue-to go out and to incarnate life 
after Late and time after time. 


Let us examine some of the things I:

We say that man lives by the 
law of Cause and Effect. Jesus ‘said, “As 
ye sow so also shall ye reap, ' which was 
a-statement of the law of Cause and Ef- 
fect.
